DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 11-17, 20 and 22-25 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
have been amended to include features previously indicated as allowable. The prior art 
as a whole fails to disclose the claimed apparatus in its entirety, including the 
capability to position probes with a probe fixing unit including a bracket movably 
secured to a supporting member including a pair of plates and a shaft in between with a 
pincette movably secured to the bracket by a head portion secured to the shaft between 
the plates. The closest prior art has been applied in combination however fails to 
disclose the claimed structural features of the probe fixing unit.
